When we serviced scholars and students, editors and 
writers, motion picture, radio and television researchers 
incident to the Theodore Roosevelt Centennial observance, 
we realized we could readily broaden our activities if 
we were to develop a library that included authentic 
background material on all of our Presidents. 

The Presidents' Library would be incomplete if 
we did not obtain copies of the published works of your late 
brother. The Honorable John Poster Dulles, who served our 
country with such great distinction and whose passing 
saddened his countrymen and free men everywhere throughout 
the world.
